In Midnight Blaze 


Fire bavaged th alse | residences of D. 
H. McFadyen and A. Jesiman about 
midnight Friday last. Attempts of 
volunteer fire fighters were unsuc- 
cessful in as much as the two 
houses were concerned.

building while valuable time was 
wasted in getting the chemical 
engine started it was useless to at- 
tempt to try and save the house. 
Attention was then directed to re- 
moving of effects from McFadyen‘s 
which consisted of piano, radio, 
and sundry articles, intense heat 
and flames preventing any further 
removals. The preservation of the 
Jessiman property in which the Hurt 
family resided was next attempted 
but efforts proved futile and ap- 
proximatey one hour after the 
alarm had been turned in, this 
property had also taken fire, but not 
before willing hands had removed 
the bulk of the: furnishings. What 
looked to be a pretty hopless task 
confronted the fighters, that of 
saving the next residence occupied 
by H. Bannister, and the idea of 
covering it with plaster board was 
tried «and -this coupled. with “he 
arrival of the chemical engine from 
Calgary, kept the fire confined to 
the first two houses.

the community concerned which might well be accepted and acted upon by | 


other communities all over the country. 
In order to provide a measure of relief assistance to people in need of it, 


the local authorities decided that, instead of continuing with a policy of giv- | 


ing direct relief to the exclusion of any and all other forms of assistance, 
they would provide a measure of work, and the news item to which refer- 
ence is now made recorded the results, which, briefly, were: 

One hundred miles of rural telephone lines badly in need of repair were 
re-constructed, the old poles cut off and re-set, ten rural systems were re- 


duced to seven, the old wire and insulators thus saved were utilized to repair | 
the linés on the seven systems, between 30 and 40 residents of the com- | 


munity were each given fifteen days work, and the only cash outlay for new 
materials was $4.25. 

Several highly important things were thus accomplished. First and 
foremost these men instead of being placed deeper in debt, as they would 
have been if merely handed direct relief, were given remunerative work 
which enabled them to discharge some of their past indebtedness. Secondly, 
the rural telephone systems which serve their own community were re- 

_ established for the benefit of the people there, and these systems likewise 
were again placed in a position as feeders to the long distance Government 
system. Thirdly, all the money expended, except $4.25, went to the people 
of the district who most badly needed it, and no additional capital debt was 
placed on the rural telephone company, while the reduction of ten systems 
to seven should make for efficiency and less cost in operation. 


It would appear to be gain to the people all round,—in work provided, | 


in past debts or taxes reduced, in restored and improved telephone service 
for the community and the probability of larger future revenues to the 
Government long distance system. It was worthwhile, constructive work 
without the imposition of any additional burden of debt. ‘ 

Attention is called to this incident for one reason, and one reason only, 
and that is, to suggest to readers of this column, and in particular to those 
occupying some position of authority in their particular community, that 


they take a look around their own districts and see if there is not some kind | 


of useful community work in which their own people in need of assistance 
could be employed to their benefit and to the benefit of the community as 
a whole. 

There are other rural telephone lines in Western Canada badly in need 
of repair and rehabilitation; there are local roads that call for improvement; 
there are school buildings that require attention and repairs; there are other 


things, large and small, that have been neglected because of lack of funds. | 
Why not make a survey of the community, and then organize the people | 


to attend to all such matters, giving those in need:of assistance an opportun- 


ity to work off burdensome arrears of taxes or earn a few dollars, instead | 


of relying solely upon the distribution of direct relief. 

By the one method municipalities are placed in a stronger position fin- 
ancially because their tax arrearages are reduced; by the other both munici- 
palities and its residents are placed deeper in debt. Furthermore, by the 
one method the community as a whole is bettered and improved and its ser- 
vices and institutions efficiently maintained, and the morale of its people 
strengthened; by the other neither the municipality nor its residents have 
anything to show for their added liabilities but the fact that they maintained 


their existence, leaving to the future the ultimate discharge of those liabil- | 


ities. 

What one community has done for its own advancement and the welfare 
of its people, many other communities can do, if they will. It requires 
thought, study, planning and organization, and a will to work. Meeting the 
absolute necessities of people through the distribution of direct relief is, no | 
doubt, an easier way,—for the time being. But sooner or later the burden 
must be carried, and paid off, and the longer the grappling with it is de- 
ferred the larger, heavier, and more difficult the burden becomes. Why not 
tackle if now in a forward-looking, constructive way? 

One method, it may be said in conclusion, inspires new hope and confi- 
dence, with one good example encouraging another, whereas the other) 
method leads to deeper discouragement and a further loss of that self- 
reliance and determination to provide self-help which is essential to the 


Must Sell Butter By Net Weight 


Inspectors Checking Up To See That 
Consumers Receive Full Weight 
Recently inspectors of the Dairy 

and Cold Storage Branch of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
have been making a closer check up 
of the weights of prints of butter in 
order to insure that the consumer is 
receiving full weight. This has dis- 
closed that the legal requirements 
concerning the sale of butter are not 
being strictly observed by scme ven- 
dors. 

These regulations provide in Sub- 
section 3 (a) of Section 6 of Part I. 
of The Dairy Industry Act that any 
butter intended for sale that has been 
moulded or cut into prints, blocks, 
| Squares or pats must be: 


“of the full net weight of one-| 
quarter pound, one-half pound, one | 


pound or two pounds, but nothing 
in this paragraph shall be held to 


farmers.” 

The inspectors will 
check up throughout Canada in order 
to see that consumers receive full net 
weight.

Seeking concerted action by_ the 
federa) and provintial - governments 
in matters of public health, Dr. Gor- 
don Bates, general director of the 
Canadian Social Hygiene. Council, 
made known the canvassed opinions 
of provincial authorities with a view 
to co-ordinated measures under Do- 
minion authority, arrived at through 
a federal-provincial conference. 

Dr. Bates declared that in the Bri- 
tish North America Act the only) 
reference to health was in subjects 
dealing with quarantine and estab- 
lishment and maintenance of marine | 
hospitals. Because of this, he be- 
lieved there was “no good reason why 
the Dominion should not enter into 
full participation in any scheme for} 
the promotion of health throughout 
Canada.”’ 

From each of the nine provinces 
came expressions of approval of co- 
operation along health lines. 

Hon. G. M. Weir, provincial secre- 
tary for British Columbia, said his 
province “is anxious to co-operate 
with the federal authorities in the 
promotion of public health which we 
regard as the very cornerstone of 
national well-being,” and declared, 
“from the standpoint of scientific pub- 
lic health, provincial boundary lines 
have little significance.” 

From Alberta came _  pronounce- 
ment of Hon. George Hoadley, min- 
ister of health, that “there can be} 
no question in regard to the desira-| 
bility of representatives of the vari-| 
ous provincial governments and the | 
federal government meeting for the | 
purpose of giving consideration to| 
the many health problems confront- 
{ng us, both provincially and nation- 


ally; the question of health is one 
which is vital not only to each of the 
provinces but to our country as a 
whole.” 

Hon. J. M. Uhrich, minister of 
public health for Saskatchewan, 
stated “there appears to be a definite 
place for the Dominion department of 
health in connection with the co- 
ordination of provincial activities, 
especially those relating to inter- 
provincial matters.” 

Premier John Bracken of Manitoba 
stated inter-governmental discussion 
of national health was “very desir- 
able,” although his government was 
not disposed to make any presenta- 
tiom public before the proposed con- 
ference. 


Milk In The School Lunch 


Should Be Included In Some Form 
Every Day 

If a child must carry his or her 
lunch to school it should be carefully 
planned for, after all, it is one of 
the three meals of the day and 
should, therefore, provide its share 
of food requirements. Milk should 
be included in some form in every 
child’s lunch to avoid a daily short- 
age of the food so necessary for the 
growing girl and boy. The milk may 
be carried in a screw-top jar or ther- 
mos bottle, or it may be more con-| 
venient to have a supply of milk de- 
livered each day to the school. When | 
making a milk pudding for the mem-| 
bers of the family who are at home 
for the noonday meal, it is an easy 
matter to set a serving aside in a 
small glass jar for the next day's 
school lunch box.

Styles In Sheep Changing 


Heavily Fleeced Animals Are No 
Longer In Demand 


Even styles in sheep are changing. 
The place of the heavily fleeced, 
wrinkled sheep is rapidly being taken 
by a new model of more generous 
proportions, says a bulletin from the 
University of Wisconsin. This is due, 
explains James J. Lacey of the uni- 
versity’s College of Agriculture, to 
the fact that with modern heated 
homes and comfortable equipment for 
travel there is less demand for heavy 
clothing. The heavily fleeced animals, 
therefore, are being replaced by ani- 
mails of the meaty type.

That is the belief of Dr. James 
Torrens, senior physician at St. 
George’s hospital, London. 

Writing in the “British Medical 
Journal,” Dr. Torrens says: 

“These pandemic visitations spread 
with the precise speed of human in- 
ter-communication, and their range 


| is only limited by the movements of 
| humanity, 


so that at the present 
time, with airplane and other trans- 
port facilities, no part of the earth 
is likely to escape the malign influ- 
ence. 

“In addition to the constant mili 
sporadic cases—the so-called grippe 
cold—grippe gathers its force to- 
gether every 30 to 40 years, exalts 
its virus and sweeps a continent, or 
even the entire globe like a veritable 
destroying angel.” 

Dr. Torrens states that records 
show that there have been some 15 
big epidemic visitations of the “flu” 
pestilence to Europe in the last 500 
years. 

“Unfortunately,” says this physi- 
cian, “in view of our present ignor- 
ance concerning the causation of 
grippe, there is very little we can do 
to prevent the catastrophe.”

Thousands of British racing pig- 
eons are liberated every week-end at

attacks by peregrine falcons, few fail 
to find their way home. Training, 
however thorough, does not entirely 
account for the homing instinct, One 
theory is that when, a bird is taken 
from the loft, a kind of invisible 
elastic or magnetic influence is set 
up; which draws the racer irresistibly 
back from wherever it is released. 
Pigeons of the second generation, 
bred in the same loft, appear to have 
this power more highly developed 
than others.

The 
diagram above explains the layout 
in the simplest way. When the pic- 
ture is taken, the light shining 
through the sheet should be the only 
light in either of the rooms. 

About exposures, If you use the 
two 60-watt lamps, you will need an 
exposure of about 10 seconds, with 
the lens well opened; with a photo- 
flood, a couple of seconds will suffice. 
Using the photoflash, set the shutter 
at “time”, turn out all lights, open 
the shutter, flash the flashbulb (which 
gives only an instant’s vivid light), 
close the shutter—-and there you are. 

A little practice with silhouettes is 
worth volumes of instruction, Good 
silhouettes make excellent material 
for greeting cards, book plates, place 
cards and so on, 

In making them, you can call all 
your ingenuity and inventiveness into 
play.

Little Journeys In Science 


THE wi ‘aie OF THE FIREFLY 
(By Gordon H Guest, M.A.) 


Light is produced by numerous liv- 
ing creatures, such as the firefly, the 
glow-worm, and certain varieties of 
squid and fish. This light is accom- 
paniéd by very little heat and hence 
is called cold light. The search for 
heatless illumination is a fascinating 
one because cold light is more effici- 
ent than electric light. If the scientist 
can discover completely the secret of 
the firefly, he will be able to produce 
light much cheaper than warm light. 
At the present time the consumer of 
electricity for the production of light 
pays not only for the light, but also 
for the heat which is always given 
off along with the light. 

The bodies of animals have a 
marvelous mechanism for the chang- 
ing of foods into heat. and in certain 
cases into light and electricity. A 
steady combustion takes place within 
the body of an animal during its en- 
tire lifetime and it possesses efficient 
heat-regulation so that it is cuite in- 
dependent of cold. The firefly can 
flash its light, and electric fish can 
generate sufficient electricity to ring 
a door-bell. 

Three are a great many light-pro- 
ducing organisms. Scientists have 
found that there are at least 40 
orders of animals which contain one 
or more light-producing forms, and 
fhat there.are two groups of plants, 
namely fungi and bacteria, which are 
luminescent. Fireflies, glow-worms, 
jellyfish, brittle-stars, molusks, and 
equid are all light-producing organ- 
isms. It has been observed that even | 
the eggs of some animals are lumin- 
ous. Light-producing animals are 
never found in fresh water, but they 
all live in the sea or on land. Most

ton and Canora. 


Taxation provides only for the 
treatment of those suffering from 
tuberculosis. No funds are provided 
for the prevention of this disease, 
and the protection of the well from 
infection. Prevention is equally as 
important as the care of the sick. 
Preventive work is a most important 
factor in reducing both the death 
rate from tuberculosis, and the cost 
of treatment to the municipalities. 

The Sale of Christmas Seals last 
year provided $8,390 for the carry- 
ing on of this year’s Prevention 
Campaign. As much, or more, is 
needed for next year’s work.

Explanations And Comments 


Responsibilities of Christians, Mt. 
5:13-16. In our First Quarter we had 
three lessons from the Sermon on the 
Mount, the first one being the twelve 
verses which precede in Matthew's 
Gospel our text for to-day. They be- 
gan, you will recall, with the state- 
ment that seeing the multitudes, 
Jesus went up into the mountain; 
and when he had sat down, his dis- 
ciples came unto him: and he opened 
his mouth and taught them, saying. 
The Beatitudes followed. Verses 13- 
16, our text to-day, give Jesus’ suc- 
ceeding words which emphasize the 
influence and responsibility of dis- 
ciples. 

“Ye are the salt of the earth,” 
Jesus declared. Salt was used in sac- 
rifice by Jews, Greeks, and Romans, 
and was an emblem of purity and of 
the influence of a holy life upon 
others. Salt preserves from corrup- 
tion: Jesus was reminding his dis- 
ciples by his statement that it was 
their duty to keep others from moral 
corruption. There was an old 
Roman proverb to the effect that 
“nothing does more good than sun- 
shine and salt.” 

“There has scarcely been a town 
in any Christian country since the 
time of Christ where a century has 
passed without exhibiting a character 
of such elevation that his mere pres- 
ence has shamed the bad and made 
the good better, and has been felt at 
times like the presence of God him- 
self.” 

“But,” continued Jesus, “if the salt 
have lost its savor, wherewith shall 
it be salted?”

The villagers of Matsugae-mura, 

near Moji, have been poverty-stricken 
as long as- anyone can remember.

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ARMS MOTION 
IS DEFEATED IN 
BRITISH COMMONS 


London.—A Labor motion for the 
abolition of private manufacture and 
{rade in armaments was defeated in 
the House of Commons. The vote 
was 279 to 68. 

Sir John Simon, foreign secretary, 
made it clear the British govern- 
ment will not permit an inquiry after 
the fashion of the recent United 
Btates senate committee's investiga- 
tion into armaments. 

Liberal speakers urged such an in- 
quiry, but Sir John said methods 
uscd in the United States “would not 
commend themselves to British prac- 
tice.” Labor members apparently 
abandoned demands made several 
weeks ago for the inquiry. 

The debate centred around the 
Labor resolution demanding aboli- 
tion of the private manufacture and 
trade in armaments, anf a provision 
for state production of such arma- 
ments “as considered necessary.” 

The high point of the debate was 
reached when Sir John rapped the 
United States system which allowed 
the king’s name to be linked to the 
arms traffic “as though in evidence.” 

He was cheered as he mentioned a 
telegram produced during the Wash- 
ington hearing “which was read as 
though it were evidence asserting no 
less a person than His Majesty the 
King had sent for the Polish ambas- 
sador and impressed upon him the 
importance of purchasing whatever 
he wanted from a British firm. 

“Of course that is ‘perfectly and 
entirely ridiculous,” Sir John said. 
“All of us, to whatever party we be- 
long, know His Majesty to be perfect- 
ly incapable of having any connection 
with this silly story.” 

Sir John said the government be- 
lieved the remedy “lay in an inter- 
national treaty negotiated at Geneva, 
and signed and observed by all states 
for strict regulation and control, 
rather than a state monopoly.” 


Central Bank 


Canadian Bankers Will Co-operate 
* With New Plan 

Montreal.—Although establishment 
of a central bank in Canada was 
destined to: make a sharp break in 
the evolution of the Canadian bank- 
ing system, there need be no fear 
Canadian bankers would not co-oper- 
ate with the Bank of Canada, Jack- 
son Dodds, Montreal, president of the 
Canadian Bankers’ Association, told 
the annual general meeting of that 
organization here. 

Since the Great War, Mr. Dodds 
stated, it had become the fashion to 
establish central banks and Cana- 
dians had been led into thinking a 
central bank would be a chief factor 
in bringing a return to desired pros- 
perity. “This advocacy of the central 
bank idea,” he declared, “resulted in 
the Canadian public forgetting the 
record of Canadian banks in the past 
four or five years when they with- 
stood the shock of depression with 
such firmness, as contrasted with the 
unprecedented upset in banking ser- 
vice and stability experienced in the 
United States with its federal reserve 
banking system functioning under 
central bank principles.” 


Would Revise History Teaching 

Toronto.—Modernization of history 
teaching in schools was advocated 
before the Canadian Education As- 
sociation convention by G. Fred Mc- 
Nally, of Edmonton, supervisor of 
schools for Alberta. Mr. McNally 
said Manitoba, Saskatchewan, On- 
tario and the martimes were revising 
the secondary school curricula and 
he suggested the association appoint 
@ permanent committee to study this 
problem and others. 


Moving To Toronto 

Toronto.—C, C. Stewart, traffic and 
operating assistant to the general 
superintendent of the Canadian Na- 
tional Telegraphs at Winnipeg, will 
take over the same position gn the 
eastern lines, it has been announced.

New Way Of Making Motor Oil Is 
Announced 

A new method of making motor 
oils by “washing” crude petroleum, 
with predictions of savings to motor- 
ists, was announced by the Socony- 
Vacuum Oil Company. 

This is the first announcement of 
one of the greatest revolutions in the 
history of petroleum, which has been 
under way quietly more than a year 
in the laboratories of several of the 
foremost United States oil companies. 

The new “washing” is analogous 
to a woman's method of taking a stain 
out of a beautiful fabric, with a sol- 
vent, or cleaning fluid. In place of 
stains, crude petroleum contains tars, 
gums, sludges and sulphurs which 
must be refined out to get motor oil. 

The process announced uses two 
cleaning fluids, or solvents. One is 
mild, a substance named chrysalic 


acid. The other is propane, a liquid | 


many degree below zero in tempera- 
ture. Propane is normally a gas, but 
under compression turns to icy liquid. 

When these two are poured 4nto 
crude petroleum the result is some- 
what like settling the dirt to the bot- 
tom in a glass of muddy water. 
milk acid dissolves and settles im- 
purities in the-petroleum. The pro- 
pane absorbes the desirable parts of 
the oil. 


This clear propane-oil mixture is, 
drawn off. When it warms up to room | 


temperature, the propane bubbles off 
in the form of gas, leaving a motor 
oil said to be superior in every re- 
spect. 

The announcement states that this 
“new way to refine oil is expected to 
change the entire trend of present 


day refining, and save millions of dol- | 


lars for motorists.”

In the days when French states- 
men and politicians never tired of 
proclaiming to the world that they 
could take no part in reducing the 
impossible burden of German repara- 
tions nor could they enter into any 
| general scheme for mutual cancella- 
| tion of war debts because of the ap- 
| palling burden imposed on them by 
| their “devastated areas,” Lord Cur- 
leo very reasonably pointed to the 
| devastated coal fields of Wales and 
| Durham and to the empty shipyards 
of the Tyne, and remarked that after 
all England had suffered financially 
|@ good deal more than any of her 
allies. To-day the ravages are,even 
| more apparent, and everybody, from

being made by Surrey, under the 
leadership of Sir John Jarvis, the 
High Sheriff, to begin in earnest the 
work of reconstruction. Just as Eng-

county of Surrey will “adopt” Jar- 
row-on-Tyne probably the worst hit 
town in this country, a town where

Bananas And Cocoanuts Only Grow 
When Cultivated States Explorer 
The explorer who declares he lived 

in the uninhabited jungle off cocoa- 

nuts and bananas lays himself open 
to suspicion of prevarication, unless 
he brought the fruits with him. 

So says Dr. Samuel H. ‘Williams of 
|the University of Pittsburg, who has 
| just returned from his fifth visit to 
the South American fastnesses called 
“the green hell.” 

Cocoanuts and bananas grow in an 
edible state only under cultivation—- 
}mot in the trackless jungle, he ex- 
plains. 

In the course of his treks into the 
jungle fastnesses, Dr. Williams 
travelled into the least explored 
areas of wilderness between the 
Amazon and Orinoco rivers. There, 
| overgrown with tangled masses of 
foliage and nearly impassable, is for- 
est of the Amazon valley termed 
“green hell.” 

Innumerable specimens of that 
jungle country, carried back here by 
| the professor of zoology, have en- 
riched the Carnegie Museum colliec- 
tions. e 

In spite of the phrase, “green 
| hell,” Dr. Williams is of the opinion 
that many features of jungle life and 
its dangers have been exaggerated. 
However, in travelling in the Ama- 
zon country, exploring parties must 
be wary of poisonous snakes, tropical 
diseases and of falling trees, branches 
}and fruits. Large branches or clus- 
ters of.fruit drop from great heights 
with sufficient force to crush one's 
skull. For this reason Dr. Williams 
and his associates wore the custom- 
ary hard rubber helmets.

Doctors Discover New Treatment For 
Uncontrollable Bleeding 


The venom of snakes may possess 
mysterious properties helpful in the 
treatment of haemophilia, it was in- 
dicated by the researches of two Bri- 
tish physicians. 

A new treatment for the disease 
}/an uncontrollable bleeding from 
| which the sons of former King Al-| 
fonso of Spain are sufferers—was 
described in the Lancet, English 
medical journal, by Drs. R. G. Mac- 
Farlane and Burgess Barnett. 

The physicians based their study 
of the hitherto incurable malady on 
the knowledge that the poisons of 
many snakes cause blood to clot. 
After numerous tests they found the 
venom of the viper to be most effec- 
tive for their purposes. From it they 
developed what they believed to be a 
safe technique in the treatment of 
the disease. |

Started In Curious Way 


British House Of Commons Burned 
Hundred Years Ago 


A hundred years ago, on Oct. 16, 
1834, the House of Commons was 
burned down. The great-grand-father 
of the present Lord Bessborough, 
Governor-General of Canada, per- 
formed feats of valor at the fire. He 
was then M.P. for Nottingham. 

He climbed on the roof to direct, 
the -hose, in spite of the smoke, 
heat, water, and molten lead flowing 
around him. He was begged to come 
down, but did so only two minutes 
of the roof col- 


lapsed. 
The fire started in a_ curious 
fashion. Until 1827 it was the prac- 


tice of the Treasury to issue wooden 
“tallies” as acknowledgements for 
loans to the government. 

Tallies were made by splitting a 
strip of wood in two, one part being 
retained by the treasury and the 
other being issued to the lender, who [ 
returned it when he was repaid his 
loan. 

It was the custom to store ,dis- 
charged tallies in the cellars of the 
House of Commons, and it was

No Damages For Negligence 


Careless People Cannot Expect Com- 
pensation For Injuries 

In an action tried in Ontario before 
& Middlesex jury the other day, in 
which damages for injuries were ask- 
ed, a verdict was given that will have 
a very widespread effect on all cases 
of compensation for injuries suffered. 
Suit was entered against the Mel- 
bourne Agricultural Society by a 
father on behalf of his son, 10 years 
old, who was injured on the racetrack 
at the fair. In spite of warnings 
given to keep off the track through 
a loudspeaker he persisted in getting 
into the zone of danger, with the re- 
sult that he was knocked down by a 
racehorse, receiving injuries to his 
knee. 

The jury deliberated on the case 
and found that the boy had suffered 
on account of his own carelessness 
and, hence, was not entitled to dam- 
ages... 

The significance of the verdict is 
that it throws the responsibility on 
for exercising 
reasonable caution. If they are care- 
less and negligent they cannot expect 
to collect damages from others on 
the ground that the latter are re- 
sponsible for their safety. It is pos- 
sible that if this principle were press- 
ed more energetically there would be 
fewer accidents.—Brantford Exposi- 
tor.
